John Amy, a Young Rancher, Receives 


Two Frightful Wounds 'at Hands of 


a Friend Last Evening, and May 


Not Recover From Injuries 


Struck down by the hand of his 


ft lend, Albert Amy a young man about 
30 years of age, lies seriously injured 
at 
the 
county hospital 
with two 


ghastly knife wounds in his breast, 
while his assailant, whose name ts un- 
known, is still at large, 


Amy was stabbed over the heart and 


in the~~8bdomen and in his efforts to 
stay the. hand of his would-be assas- 
sin he seized the keen blade of the 
knife, which cut a bad wound across 
the palm of his hand He ran a few 
steps and fainted in the arms of his 
comparions at the threshold of t'ne 
Nelson groceiy store opposite McKis- 
sick's opera house 
\ 


Amy 
arrived 
in Jieno 
yesterday 
morrtng with his employer, O C Dick- 
inson, a well-known rancher, and a 
man who gave his name as John Jones 
and the man who1 did the cutting They 
received their wages from Mr. Dick- 
inson, who had completed haying, and 
were all apparently upon the best of 
terms up to the time of the stabbing 
The affair all happened so suddenly 
that Mr. Dickinson is at a loss to un- 
derstand either the quarrel o*- its dis- 
astrous result. 


Duiing_the afteinoon and evening 
the men had been about Nelson & 
Pettei son's grocery store in the beg., 
of spirits and go far as could be as- 
certained theie was no differences be- 
tween Amy and his assailant, until the 
fatal quarrel arose 


Mi Dickinson and Join Jones were 


standing, according to their story, in 
f i ont of the store when Amy and his

came back When within a few paces 
of the stole "Bill" was seen to make 
a fi antic lunge at Amy and the men 
\seie locked jft a deadly struggle Amv 
succeeded in freeing himself when his 
assailant again planted the murder- 
ous looking blade in his vlctina's«ab- 
dornen Amy, tferrlbly wounded, grasp- 
ed at the descending nand, missing it 
but grappling the knife in his hand. 
ClutcVving the blade in 
a 
vice-like 
giasp, Amy held it fast His assailant, 
•with a powerful wrench pulled the 
knife from the clenched hand, leaving 
a deep blood filled fuirow, almost sev- 
eiing the fingeia fiom the palm of the 
hand By this time Jones arrived on 
the scene and stepped between the 
men The man known as "Bill" then 
disappeared in the cover of the night.

The knife with which \the cutting 
was done must have been a good- 
sized po< ket knife, as both the wounds 
aie keen and sunk deep into the un- 
fortunate man's anatomy. He exhib- 
ited remarkable nerve and Jespite the 
loss of a great deal of blood and the 
critical character of his injuries he 
was sitting up when a physician ar- 
rived thiity minutes after the cut- 
ting, and when taken to the hospital 
he wanted to walk from the ambulance 
to the building 


The police made a thorough search 


of the premises in the neighborhood 
of the stabbing, but failed to find the 
knife with which the stabbing- was 
done 


"Bill," the injured man's assailant, 


immediately after the affair hurried 
to Pariy'a liveiy-etable and secured 
his blankets, which were in Mr Dick- 
inson's rig and he left the stable post 
haste. 


"I am as much in the dark as any 
one," said Mr Dickinson, discussing 
the matter last night. "I had no inti- 
mation that there was any difference 
between the men until I saw them 
talking excitedly as they passed the 
grocery store So far as I know, and 
we have been working together during 
the haying season, there was never any 
difference between them I know very 
little about "Bill,"-ana never heard his 
last name He was about 35 years of 
age, weighed in the neighborhood of 
IA5 pounds He was smooth-faced and 
was partially bald He wore a light- 
colorea suit, of grayish 
stuff.

always pile the mounds on one side of the excavations. 
A delicate compliment might be pald^ our momed aristoc- 
racy by making some youthful scion of the cash oligarchy, 
like Baby Biown or little Gladys Vandelbilt, Chief Engi- 
neer of the construction work 
Not only would such an 


appointment be a fitting recognition of the ruling powers 
oi the countiy, but it might lesult in another contribution 
tj the funds of the Republican national committee from 
the flattered parents. 


The plan suggested has many advantageous features, 


but its most commendable oi.e would be the hearty approv- 
al of the transcontinental railroads, -which aie so anxious 
to see the building of t'he canal well and thoroughly done 
that they don't care if it takes a hundred years to do It.
